5. (Amended) Apparatus as claimed in Claim 1, characterized by a control unit connected 
to the motor of the vortex generator and to the suction means in order to control these two means as 
a function in one another. 

6. (Amended) Apparatus as claimed in Claim 1, characterized in that the flotation means 
is formed by floats supporting the enclosure and the vortex generator. 

7. (Amended) Apparatus as claimed in Claun 6, characterized in that the connection 

0 between the floats and the enclosure is adjustable in order to adjust the depth of immersion of the 
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g*:; inlet of the enclosure as a function of the thickness of the slick of product to be recovered.
